LOAN DRIVE WILL 
START NEXT MONDAY 


Some two thousand municipalities 
across ‘anada will light’ beacon fires 
within the period of the Second Vic- 
tory Loan Campaign in an effort to 
secure another Wominion-wide  ex- 
pression of continued faith and forti- 
tude similar to that obtained during 
the Victory loan of last June when the 
symbolic torch was flown fromm 
Victoria to Number 10 Downing 
Street. The plan was made public by 
the Dominion Ceremonials Committee 
of the Second Victory Loan, 

“Mr, Churchill has been asked to 
light a symbolic fire in England,” the 
eommittee reports, “as a part of our 
second Victory loan ceremonial, Hera 
in Canada, bacon fires will be lighted, 
in continuity, across the Dominion 
from east to west in all communities, 
large and small. ‘he theme of our 
ceremonials will be, ‘Beacon ‘Fires 
of ‘Freedom,’ and is based on the his- 
torical fact that for centuries beacon 
fires have been a significent part of 
the pattern of English national] life, 
fashing through wars and border for- 
ays, threats of invasion and rejoicing 
over deliverance. As a matter of 
fact, right here in Canada, our first 
inhabitants, the Indians, used beacon 
fires for news of every nature, so 
our theme and program offer unlimit- 
ed scope to local committees, individe 
ually and collectively, 

“Individually, communities, through 
their beacon fires, can not only evi- 
dence their full participation in what 
is presently the most vital of home 
front war efforts—the well-over-tha 
top success of the second Victory 
Loan—but, through them, can also 
send challenging message to their 
neighbors. 

“Collectively, we can literally set 
four Jand aflame with ‘Fires of Free- 
dom,’ and, in so doing, effect the 
promise of a new day, a new world 
and a new hope for all mankind.” 

Weather permitting, the Ceremon- 
ials Committee is asking all munici- 
@alities to plan a parade to the point 
of the beacon fire. ‘This will be made 
up of members of the armed forcea, 
veterans organizations, other organt. 
gations and of course, the local digni, 
taries, 

‘The first beacon fires will be lighted 
‘tn Prinee Edward Island, on Febru- 
ary 16. The sweep will then conttinue 

Westward according to the following 
* time table: Nova Scotia, February 
17; New Brunswick February 18; 
Quebec, February 19; Ontario, Febry- 
ary 20; Manitoba, February 21; Sas- 
katchewan, February 23, Alberta, 
February 24 and British Columbia, 
February 26, 

Suggestions are being made to all 
local committees that where possible 
a huge outdooy bon fire made in some 
prominent or safe spot around which 
the people of the comunity will gather 
foy the ceremonials, All are being 
cautioned not to use materials for fuel 
that would constitute either a waste 
of fue] or use up anything that would 
be useful for war purposes such as 
waste paper. In many centres, a 
small fire placed in an urn near the 
town hall will be kept burning as a 
symbol for ‘the duration of the cam- 
paign. 

At the various ceremonial services, 
styong references will be made to 
those remarks from Prime Minister 
Churchill, in which he refers to fire-- 
particularly that made in “anada rer 
cently, when he said, ‘In the past, 
we have had a light which flickered. 
In the present, we have a light which 
flames, In the future, there will he 
a light which shines over all the land 
and sea,”

Substitute Materials 


As the war spreads to all parts of the world people are finding them- 
selves more and more restricted in the variety of articles which they may 
purchase freely. The continent of Europe has been greatly affected in this 
regard, for as the Germans have extended their authority over the land, 
the economic blockade has of necessity been enforced by the Allied nations. 


Since the outbreak of hostilities, the people of England have experienced | 


strict rationing of food, gasoline and fuels, and clothing. So far, on this 
continent, that aspect of the war has weighed lightly upon us. For some 
time now, housewives have assumed a voluntary, and very effective system 
of rationing bacon and other pork products, Last summer a voluntary 
system of rationing gasoline was introduced. That is now being put on a> 
more strict basis, and rubber products and sugar have been added to the 
list of restricted articles. 
metal products are increasingly scarce, and doubtless as time goes on we 
shall find more and more of a scarcity of articles which we are accustomed 
to purchase. In all that they have been asked to do, both in voluntary and 
enforced rationing, Canadians have co-operated cheerfully, and there is no 
doubt that any further restrictions which they are called upon to accept, will 
be met with in the same spirit. Premier Churchill has predicted that in 
1943 there will be a gigantic Allied offensive, and when that time comes 
there is no doubt that Canadian industries will supply no small part of the 
necessary weapons. Thus we must expect that more and more raw ma- 
terials will go into the war effort, while others will be cut off from us 
because of the curtailment of communication with the source of supply, 
with the result that we will find articles which we are accustomed to 
purchasing, disappearing gradually from the market. 


* * * 


Development Of Synthetics 


An interesting aspect of the curtailment of the supplies of certain 
metals and other materials is the development of synthetic substances which 
can be used as substitutes. In Germany this method of overcoming short- 
ages of basic materials has been used very extensively and we have heard 
stories of the ardent, if not wholly comfortable Nazi, who drinks synthetic 
coffee, walks on shoes of synthetic leather and wears suits of synthetic. 
fabric. In this country we have several substitute materials which are 
being used increasingly to take the place of fabrics and metals no longer 
available. Rayon, a synthetic silk has been in common use for some time, 
and a newer substance, nylon, is now on the market and is widely used in 
placed of silk. 


Made from wood pulp, and coal tar products, the basis for these ma-| 


terials is plentiful in Canada, and with them at hand, the cutting off of 
silk imports from Japan will work no hardship here,

Another type of synthetic materials which are being widely used as 
substitutes for metal and other hard materials, are called plastics.
